A letter written In 
Xew'York 10 years and-5 months ago was deliver- 
ed in Philadelphia just the other day, while in an- 
other case recently reported a letter was deliver- 
ed nearly a half century after it was mailed. 


Such instance's, of course are not common. The 


majority of mail that is lost.is lost forever, because 
It is stolen and destroyed by thieves, the post office 
authorities rarely recovering letters and valuables 
disappearing'in this way. Eut.lettcrs are ojten de- 
layed, and lost through other, sometimes curious, 
memis.

"For example, letters occasionally get stuck in 


itlie mail boxes." says a post oftlee worker," but th'e 
frequent 
jarring of the lid generally 
dislodges 


these without preat delays. There is also a chance 
of a .letter falling through a crack or getting be- 
hind a partition in the wall, to remain there un- 
molested until the wall Is torn down and to be 
found accidentally. But the most extensive cache 
is in old mail bags. Negligent clerks mil to shake 
out all the letters the last .time the bags are used. 
The sacks may remain for months in a storage 
house and the mail He undiscovered until the bags 
are sent to a repair shop." 


The 
post office 
worker of our acquaintance 


knows of at least one case In which such an ac- 
cident had very serious results. A young girl who 
was in Xew York attending Columbia was engaged 
to a college youth whose father wns a prosperous 
business man In a New England city.

This.letter somehow got lost- in 
a local post office (the post office worker blames

Iat!er—two years late. In the meantime, the girl 
who also had her pride hail married someone else.^ 


An amazing quantity of. mail fails to. reach its 


destination each year, ot course.^becaiise it is.snls-- 
directed. Approximately 325.000 pieces of mail arc , 
received daily in the Xew York post office which I 
are insufficiently addressed—a total of I1S,G25,- . 
000 a year. All of this carelessly addressed mat- 1 
'ter is handed over to searchers who .give it what] 
is.called directory service—:tliat Is, thtfy look the 
addresses up in various city directories. 


This misdirected mail oosits the government a 


great deal ot money, which 'eventually comes out 
of the taxpayers' pocketbop'ks: The directory ser- 
vice- in the New York -post- office' alone necessi- 
tates the 'employment of 12S clerks at an annual 
expense of. $225,0.00 for salaries. Similar conditions 
prevail in all large cities and it is estimated tha-t 
the annual cost ot auch, sen-ice throughout the 
.entire country is $3.000,000. 


Hence, the postmark rrjblicity 
campaign- last 


year, which urged us to direct our mail to street 
and number! 
The necessity for this precaution 


is still being emphasized'by local postmasters. It 
is suggested by the postal authorities that all firm 
letterheads should bear the street address, and 
that in every case the full name ot'the addressee 
be given'instead of merely the initials. In address- 
ing a, letter to a building.'lt is also advisable to In7 
'elude the name of the street upon 
which 
the 


building is located, because in every city there 
are many buildings bearing names with which 
the distributors In the post office are unfamiliar. 


As a -further precaution, the post oKiee de- 


partment suggests th'at the address of the.-writer 
Should be^plnced at the top o'f every letter and a 
return-address-should, be written or printed in 
the upper left-hand', 'corner of .every envelope 
placed.in the mails/•. • * » • * • 
" It would also be a great "boon to the post"oftices 
of. every city if peoplc-'would take the trouble to 
write clearly and eorectly instead .of treating en- 
velopes as if they were scratch.pads.. One letter 
a. day -for each family of five persons. Li the postal 
record of the United States, and'it'is estimated 
that one family in every ten puts a badly'address- 
ed letter in the mnils every day. 
The. time re- 


quired by experts to decipher .the" nation's; weird" 
penmanship nationally- causes delay. 
- Now. during the Christmas season, especially, 
the cooperation ot the public, is requested in fac- 
ilitating the rapid hajidling and movement of the 
postal matter. Most' people have been consider- | 
ate. enough to do their Christmas shopping early 
this-ycar, .thus relieving the strain oii department 
store" employees and Incidentally, on themselves, 
but they are not likely to be so thoughtful' of the 
overworked postal clerks, who. are always buried i 
in packages during the last few days before, the! 
twenty-fifth. 
In this final hectic period,'delays | 


and losses are bound to occur.

The post office department has taken laborious 


precautions'to insure the sate handling and de- 
'livei-y- of the mails. In addition to maintaining a 
large staf! ior interpreting the mistaken 'direc- 
tions of the public, it has lately adopted elabor- 
ate measures to combat theft. Among these is the 
requirement that all postal employees be finger- 
printed. 
It is constantly establishing new' regu- 


lations, new systems and new Accords for cutting 
down losses of mail from all causes. Accidents, 
of course, are inevitable. Bandits are still numer- 
ous. But a much higher state of 'efficiency could 
be reached, it the public would only do its part. •

year or two, at any rate, it has be-, 
conic more or less endemic—sporadic 
cases'are occurring in all parts of the 
country and in ail seasons of the year 
and among all classes and conditions 
of people. 
It Is a horrible, cruel disease. When 


it strikes at a Mule child and leaves 
the' victim with some member with- 
ered and deformed, be the child rich 
or poor, homely or pretty, v.'hat a test 
of a parent's fortitude and faith! 


There, Is no evidence that infantile 


paralysis 
18 ever spread In- water, 


milk, fruit or" other foods. Certainly 
we know1 neither this disease or any 
other Is ever spread through the air. 
There Is scarcely any satisfactory evi- 
dence that the disease can be con- 
veyed by Inanimate objects or that 
the wells, woodwork.1 floors or furni- 
ture of rooms that have been occu- 
pied by the patient in the feverish 
stage uro contaminated. or that any 
fumigation or disinfection other than 
ordinary cleaning1 is required to make 
such rooms safe for new ocaupanta. 
Although the virus has been conveyed 
from monkey to monkey by the bite 
of the stable fly. the -Idea that flies 
may be carriers In rather cancelled by 
the .'net that many cnses of the dis- 
ease occur in winter months. 


The actual mode of spread is spray 


Infection, that is, the virus Is carried 
In the Invisible droplets of moisture 
given oft from the nose and throat- 
when the patient taliis, sneezes or 
coughs. This spruy carries as far as 
four I'eet from the patient's face 
In 


talklnsr, and as far as 10 feet when 
the patient sneezes or coughs 
with 


nose and mouth uncovered. 
There- 


fore a deadline is to be drawn with a 
radius of five ftiCt around the patient, 
if the patient is intelligent enough to 
cover nose and mouth

infant too younf,- or'an adult too Ig- 
norant, then tho deadline must

drawn with a radius' of 11 feet, for 
tile safety of all other persons.
